UN JONISTS MERT, 
SHOOT AND SLUG. 


Two Distinct Outbreaks in 
“Labor Row” on Randolph 
Street, One of Which 
May Be Murder. 


VICTIM IS NEAR DEATH. 


~| Jumes Maguire, Who Fired Ballet 


Wounding Thomas Ken- 
nedy, Walks Away Un- 
hindered. 


“ Labor few " in Randolph street last night 
was the scéne of bloodshed ana probable 
murder in one spot and of brutal slugging in 
another place. Two distinct outbreaks of 
violénes occurred—both of them im union 
labor meetings. 

One member of the Painters and Decora- 
tors’ union was shot and wounded fm the 
neck and head by a fellow unionist, head of 
an opposing faction. 

Five teamsters, who entered their hall at 
145 Randolph street to protest against the 
manner in which a baggage pnd parcel de- 
livery wagon drivers’ election was held on 
Sunday, were set upon by a score of the 
disciples of Cornelius P. Shea, beaten mer- 
cilesaly, and @riven from the hall. 


Shodting Occurs at Election. 

The shooting and probable murder occurred 
at 75 Randolph street, over Thompson's res- 
taurant. It was in the meeting hall of the 
union of painters and decorators, local 147, 
where an election of delegates wag in prog- 
ress. Enmity of long standing was behind 
the attack. The victim was Thomas Ken- 
nedy, assistant business agent of the local. 
James Maguire, fermerly business agent of 
the paintets’ district council, did the shoot- 
ing. 

Kennedy, with a bullet in his skull, which 
late last night the surgeons had been unable 
to locate, was thken to the Emergency hosa- 
pital at 300 Fifth avenue It was said at 
the hospital he could not recover. His resi- 
dence at 1748 West Lake street. He is mar- 
ried and haa two children. 


Walks Out Unmolested. 

After wounding the man, Maguite coolly 
put his revolver in his pocket and walked 
out of the hall unmolested, past nearly 200 
uniloniste, down three flights of stairs, and 
into the st There were a score of union 
men below .in Randolph street who were 
aware that had wounded a brother mem- 
ber, but none of them made an effort to stop 
him. 

Twenty detectives were at once put to work 
on the case, and they were certain Maguire 
would be captured before morning as he 
is sO well known that it will be difficult for 
him to conceal himegelf. All the stattona 
were watched. The police had a theory

Council Delegates to Be Chosen. 

The meeting at which the shooting occurred 
was called for the purpose of electing dele- 
gatee to the district council, the governing 
body of the’Painters and Decorators’ union. 
Kennedy, who is said to stand for the more 
conservative element in his local, Was a can- 
didate for delegate. Maguire, whose power 
has been waning as a leader among the 
painters, and who is a leader of the worse 
element, was not a @andidate, but had an- 
other man selected for the position. 

Kennedy was on his feet making his re- 
port of the work as a delegate to the recent 
international convention of the painters in 
Memphis, Tenn. Maguire entered at this 
moment, pushing his way past Sergeant at 
Armes Healy and exhibiting an excited man- 
ner. Kennedy had just started to say: 

* Brothers, I have an important message 
to deliver——” when Maguire with an oath 
shouted: 

‘* Not while I'm here. You’re a ——. What 
do you mean by charging up 625 expense 
against this union for your dirty work at 
Memphis?’ 

Magulre also had attended the convention 
at Memphis, but not as a delegate. He rep- 
resented the minority faction of the local 
at the session in the southern city. 


Approaches Accuser and Is Shot. 
Aroused by this insult, Kennedy left his 
Place and approached his accuser. 

‘‘ No man here would dare to call me that,’’ 
he exclaimed so that every one of the 200 men 
inthe hallecouldhear. “ lam not responsible 
to Mr. Maguire and I will not follow in his 
footsteps. He is well aware of that.” 

With a lunge Maguire moved forward and 
drew a revolver from hts ceat pocket. He 
placed the weapon close to the left side of 
Kennedy's head and fired. 

With a gasp Kennedy fell into the arms of 
A. Pearson and Timothy O'Keefe, brother 
members, who sprang forward and caught 


} him ag he fell. 


“Get that man,” shouted O’ Keefe, as he 
momentarily released his hold on the victim 
and attempted to intercept Maguire. “ For 
God’s sake, and the reputation of the union, 
arrest him.” 

But Magu‘re moved on unmolested. Cry- 
ing that he would shoot the first man who 
dared to check him in his flight. 

*“ Out of the way, Healy,’ he called out, as 
the sergeant-at-arms*tried to close the door 
before he éscaped. “I have known you for 
some time, and I would not shoot you.” 


Runs Downstairs and Walks Away. 

The elevator, which had carried the mem- 
bers of the union to the third floor of the 
building, was waiting at that floor, but Ma- 
guire did pot stop to enter it. He plunged 
down the two flights of stairs and out into 
the street, 

When he reached the sidewalk he appeared 
to calm down. He walked leisurely past a 
score of waiting union men and on east in 
Randolph street to Michigan avenue. Those 
who saw him—and he was followed by some 
of his faction—aswert that he did not once 
display any appearance of haste. 

He halted long enough to make a joke with 
a cab driver of his acquaintance, who was 
not aware that the shooting hed occurred, 
Those who followed Maguire—and at no time 
di@ they attempt to raise any alarm—tbost 
him, they say, after he had turned south in 
Michigan avenue. 


Slow to Realize What Happened.

The ingurgents were defending themselves 
with revolvers and bombs as they were being 
hunted down from house to house, 

The entire population of the city is terror 
stricken, and after dark the back streets pre- 
sent a weird and uncanny appearance. The 
windows of the houses are stuffed with mat- 
tresses and blankets, and no light is show- 
ing. The police carry rifles with bayonets 
fixed. 

Rigid Martial Law Prevails. -

MOSCOW, Monday, Dec. 25.—Three hun- 
G@red revolutionary militiamen arrived here 
by special train from Perovo, on the Moscow- 
Kazan line, at about 11 o’clock this morning, 
and a crowd of 2,000 strikers, Including sev- 
eral hundred local militiamen, joined the new 
arrivals outside the Kazan station. 

The combined force seized an adjoining pro- 
vision store, whence they opened fire on the 
troops posted in the station.

SENATOR'S MAIL 
RIFLED BY FOES. 


Political Leaders in Kentucky. 
Involved in Charge Made 
by Blackburn. 


GOV. BECKHAM IN SHADOW: 


Letters Deflected Mysteriously to 
Chief Exeentive’s Office— 
Inquiry Ordered. © 


Louisville. Ky., Dec. 26.— Special. ]—One of 
the biggest political scandals Kentucky has 
ever known has developed at Frankfort and 
Washington. It involves half a dozen or 
more of the political leaders of the state who 
are opposed to Senator Blackburn in his ef- 
fort to succeed himself in the United States 
senate. 

Senator Blackburn openly charges that his 
mail has been tampered with by certain par- 
ties at Frankfort for the purpose of gaining 
political knéwledge concerning his move- 
ments which could be used to advantage by 
the opposition. One of the strange features 
of this charge is that a portion of .. is not 
denied by the authorities at Frankfort, but 
they excuse the opening of certain mail on 
the ground that it was accidental, the mail 
having been brought to the executive man- 
sion with a lot of other mail and opened ina 
mechanical sort of way. 

At first Senator Blackburn wae inclined to 
view the tampering with his mail in the 
light of am accident, but when the “ acci- 
dent’ was several times repeated he pbe- 
came ¢uspicious and reported the affair to 
the postal authorities at Washington and 
asked that the proper investigation be made. 


Mail Diverted by Clerk. 


This was done and among the means em- 
ployed by the special agent of the postoffice 
department was the use of a decoy letter. 
It is now said that a clerk in the Frankfort 
office, who was friendly to the state house 
people, diverted the mail of Senator Black- 
burn so that it reached the wrong hands. 
Certain it is that one letter did reach the 
office of Gov. Beckham and was read by 
him. 

The department at Washington is inves- 
tigating the matter, and it is stated here to- 
night that in all probability one of the state 
house olucials, high up, will be arrested in 
the course of the next few days. The scandal 
is the talk of the entire state, and if Black- 
burn can prove all the charges it wil make 
him mary friends. ; 


Charge Under Investigatiof.. 


Washington, D. C.,* Dec. 26.—[Special. }— 
Charges have been filed in the postoffice de- 
partment in behalf of Senator Joe Black- 
burn of Kentucky, alleging that mall sen‘ 
by him to Frankfort, Ky., bearing on the 
senatorial race had been diverted and found 
its way into the hands of his political oppo- 
nents. 

Kentucky hag on its hands at the present 
time one of thé liveliest senatorial races in 
its history.

MAY CALL OUT MILITIA. 


Governor Orders Prosecution of 
White Men Who Shot Up 
Two N egro Slayers. 


Abbeville, 8. C., Dec. 26.—[S8pecial.J— 
Wholesale arrests will follow the lynching of 
two negroes at Barnwell last Friday, news 
of which was suppressed until today. Sher- 
iff Creech has telegraphed Gov. Heyward 
that the crime was “ brutal murder,” ‘and 
has received orders to apprehend all of the 
guilty persons. The governor also announces 
that he will use the whole power of the 
state to bring them to justice. + 

County officials who looked on and made 
no effort to check the infuriated mob also 
will face criminal prosecution. It is the 
governor’s intention that every one of the 
100 or 150 who hada hand in the proceedings 
shall be haled into court, charged with mur- 
Ger or with being accessories to the crime. 
State troops will be called out if necessary. 
The sheriff says he has the namee of all 
the lynchers. 


News Carefully Suppressed. 

Reports of the affair carefully were sup- 
pressed by the people and officials of the 
town. It was feared that an account of the 
events would not look wellin print. It was 
not until yesterday that the officials here 
got wind of the deed. 

Last Thursday H. 8S. Craddock, a white 
merchant of Barnwell became involved in 
a quarrel with two negroes, Frank and John 
Deloach. A fight followed, in which Crad- 
dock was shot and killed. 

According to the sheriff's information, 
Craddock seems to have been the aggressor 
and the negroes acted in self-defense. The 
black men, who are brothers, were arrested 
by the police authorities of Barnwell and 
placed in jail. They had property, and be- 
fore being placed in jail had retained the 
services of lawyers to defend them. 


Light Words Arouse Mob. 

There was no talk of lynching immediately 
after the killing, but Friday morning some 
one suggested ‘ let’s go to the jail and lynch 
those negroes.”" This was the genesis of the 
tragedy which followed. 

In two hours after the remark, which, it is 
said, was not made seriously, more than 100 
white men were battering at the jailin which 
the negroes were confined. Ina few minutes 
the mob effected entrance and seized the 
negroes. At the time the town officials anda 
constable were present, idly looking on and 
making no effort to stop the crowd. 

After securing the negroes the mob dragged 
them into the center of the town and began 
firing at them with guns and pistols. Frank 
Deloach cried out, ** You are murderers.” 
He never hed a chance to speak again, for 
his voice was silenced by a volley. 

Bodies Torn to Shreds. 

Probably 500 shots were fired, the volleys 
continuing long after the negroes had fallen 
to the ground and had ceased to breathe. 
Their bodies were torn to pieces by the bul- 


lets. 

While the firing was going on, the officials, 
Sheriff Creech says, were standing by, mak- 
ing no euort to prevent the bloody work.

He urged that the educational opportunl- 
ties offered to the lad who deliberately breaks 
the laws of the school has the effect of plac- 
ing @ premium on law breaking and on de- 
linquency and sowed the first seeds of law- 
lessneas, bound to flourish, grow, and pro- 
duce the weeds of criminality in the next 
generation. 

Dull Boy Not Problem. | 

“That the dull boy is your problem,” he 
declared, “is a vicious doctrine. ‘The medi- 
ecre boy deserves more attention. He has a 
right to more. It is better for one boy out of 


forty to go half way—the effect is less dis- 
astrous to the state and to progress gener- 
ally. It is harder te duplicate the dormant 
spark of genius in the average pupil than to 
lift the subnormal child to a higher level 
of intelligence, yet education seems to be con- 
ecentrating its greatest efforts in the latter 
type. It is better to develop clear heads and 
stiff backbones than warm hearts.” 

Dr. Lord dweit upon the need of more prac 
tical training in the schools and, coupled 
with the work by the hand, said there also 
must be a higher standard of intellectual 


training. . 
““ While we learn to do by doing,” he said,

INQUEST SHEDS SOME LIGHT 
ON WEST HAMMOND MURDER. 


Few Facts Brought Out Concerning Kill- 
ing of F. G. Schwanke— Assailant and 
Motive Still Secrets. 


Some facts concerning the murder of Fred- 
erick George Schwanke, who was head book- 
keeper for the retail country department of 
Swift & Co., were brought out at the inquest 
held yesterday at Dolton. Nothing, however, 
was elicited to point to the assailant or mo- 
tive. Schwanke, who lived at Thornton, was 
shot while riding a bicycle last Friday night, 
near West Hammond.

The authorities at West Hammond moved 
with such deliberation and seeming lack of 
interest that no arrest has mn made and 
little investigation has been "made among 
residents of the village. They have proceeded 
on the theory that young Schwanke got Into 
an altercation with some one while in the 
village and was waylaidand shot. And there 
they have let the matter rest.

A public memorial meeting to be held on 
Jan. 28, either in the Auditorium or at Or- 
chestra hall, was planned yesterday by the 
Iroquois club, which sent invitations to the 
Bar association and to the various civic 
bodies with which Judge Tuley was connec- 
ted to participate. 

A letter signed by many friends of the late 
judge was carried to Mrs. Tuley in the even- 
ing by Mayor Dunne. It requested that the 
funeral be made public and that the body lie 
in state in the city hall in order that last 
respects might be paid to the jurist by those 
of all classes who loved him. Mayor Dunne, 
went alone to the residence. Members of 
the Iroquois club, who had planned to attend 
ina body, waited for the answer. 

The mayor reported back that Mrs. Tuley’s 
resolution could not be shaken, and all plane 
for a public funeral were accordingly 
abandoned. 


Letter to Mrs. Tuley. 

The letter to Mrs. Tuley follows: 

‘‘Mrs. Murray F. Tuley—Dear Madam: 
We beg to assure you that we have no de- 
sire to disturb you with suggestions in this 
hour of your sorrow, though it is our sor- 
row also; and if what we are about to pro- 
pose is not acceptable to you, we trust you 
will understand that we are actuated solely 
by respect and affection for the memory of 
your husband and our friend. 

‘“ Judge Tuley was our most distinguished 
judge and chief among our public spirited 
citizens. Respected: by'-all classes, he was 
loved by thousands of his fellow citizens 
regardless of class. It seems to us, there- 
fore, that opportunity for the people of Chi- 
cago to pay their last tribute of respect 
should be accorded. 

‘“‘If you do object, we are certain that all 
your husband's friends will desire to have 
your wish respected. But if there is no se- 
rious objection on your part, we are equally 
certain that we voice the sentiments of the 
great mass of the people of Chicago in mak- 
ing this suggestion.’’ 

Judges to Attend Funeral.

from the excited. unionists that Kennedy had 
been, as they supposed, mortally wounded, 
and that the shooting had coecurved at 8:25 
o'clock. Sharp called up the police from the 
nearest box. Lieut. Thomas Duffy and BSer- 
geant Doherty, with a squad of men, arrived 
within a few minutes. 

The police found Kennedy sitting in a chair. 
They put a first aid bandage on his wound, 
after discovering that the bullet had taken 
effect in the left cheek and plowed upward 
and lodged in the skull, perhaps in the brain. 
Kennedy did not accuse Maguire to the lieu- 
tenant. 

“ Thoge fellowe will tell you who did it,” he 
gaid, motioning with his hand to a crowd of 
unionists who stood about him. 

While the emergency bandages were be- 
ing applied, Kennedy lay on a table. 

“I'm done for, boys,’”’ Be said to his friends 
as he closed his eyes, ** but you know I've 
giways done my best to better the conditions 
of the men, and I’ve always stood out against 
slugging. Break the news kindly tomy wife 
and children.” 

Then he fainted.

Surgeons Keep Away Police. 

Twenty minutes after the wounded man 
had been taken to the hospital the surgeons, 
after a vain endeavor to find the bullet, said 
he could not ifve more-than a few hours. 
While he was lying on the operating table 
the police endeavored to get @ statement 
from him, but were told by the physicians 


to desist. 
Kennedy's young wife and children were 


notified by the police as soon as their home 


could be located. Mrs. Kennedy went to 
the hospital, arriving soon after midnight. 
She found her husband unconscious. 

The victim is 85 years old, and, according 
to his associates, always has represented the 
better element of his local, while Maguire 
has stood for more radical measures.

Anti-Shea Men Deny Provocation. 

According to the stories told by the anti- 
Shea men the attack on them wes without 
provocation. This was stoutly denied by 
the other side. : 

The age drivers were attempting to 
present a protest against the manner in 
which their election was held last Sunday. 
They. at the council meeting’ at 
8:30 o'clock. an hour the council had

Lie Passed; Blows Follow. 

‘* You're a litr,”’ shouted a Shea delegate at 
this juncture. 

In a moment a dozen others were hurling 
epithets at Litiison and his associates. Presi- 
dent Gibbons rapped for order, but the Shea 
men jumped 65n their seats and continued 
heaping abus# on the baggage drivers’ com- 
mittee. 

Lindson and his companions replied in kind. 
The uproar gew and then several delegates 
made a movenent toward Lindson. 

‘Put themout. They don't belong here,”’ 
a delegate cile@ out, and the clamor was 
taken up. 

Lindson loofed toward the door, but it was 
guarded by jhe sentinel who proceeded to 
lock it. As tp turned he was struck on the 
jaw and knoked to the floor. His compan- 
ions, seeing him fall, rushed to his assistance, 
and at the same time a number of anti-Shea 
delegates in ihe council took up the quarrel 
and joined tie circle which was closing in 
upon Lindson 

Next a chay was raised and smashed over 
the head of 4 baggage driver. 

Still crying ut them out!’’ the Shea 
men rushed the members of the committee 
toward the door. They were beaten 
over the heag@, knocked down, and trampled 
upon. Occaspnally, they managed to re- 
taliate, but sgperior numbers soon overcame 
their opposifton. 


Order Enforced for Moment. 

Just befor¢ the door was reached by the 
struggling (felegates, President Gibbons 
succeeded in making his voice heard. He 
commanded everybody to sit down. The re- 
sult was a noment’'s interval, but when the 
baggage drivers .ook advantage of the pause 
to get their overcoats another rush was made 
upon them and Lindson and kis companions 
were forciby thrown out of the hall and 
down the stirs. 

He and his friends retired to a neighboring 
saioon and’ washed their bruises. They 
did not -g¢ back after their overcoats. 
Lindson waj in favor of notifying the police 
and causing arrests, but the otherg opposed 
the idea. 

‘It wouldmet be safe fer us to walk onthe 

streets aft¢rward,”’ they said. 
_. After thefight was over the delegates in 
the council hall resumed their seats, order 
was restorel once more, end the meeting pro- 
ceeded.

COMMITTEE OF CHICAGO BANKERS 
GOES TO INSPECT. 


Accompanied by Experts, Several 
Members of the Clearing House 
Committee Will View the Indiana 
Properties and After Return to Chie 
cage Tomerrow Promise Fall State- 
ment on Value of Assets and Pros-« 
pects of Stockholders Interested. 


Accompanied by railroad experts, whose 
hames were withheld, members of the clear- 
ing house committee of the Chicago banxs 
started last night on their tour of insp=ction 
over the railroads controlled by John R. 
Walsh. 

In the party, beside the experts, were Pres- 
ident John J. Mitchell of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank; James C. Hutchins. attor- 
ney for the Clearing House association; 
James B. Forgan, Orson Smith, and Ernest 
A. Hamill. James H. Eckels was expected 
to go, but failed to return from Minnesota in 
time. Mr. Walsh did not accompany the 
party, though he is said to have had a repre- 
sentative present. The bankers left at 6:40 
last night over the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
npis with the expectation of switching to-the 
Southern Indiana at Terre Haute early this 
morning. They will return home tomorrow. 


Rumors Aboyt Closed Bank Shares. 

It was reported that even if the roads 
proved to be all that has been claimed for 
them, their securities already had passed into 
the absolute possession of the clearing house, 
making the closed bank's sharés valuelegs. 
In the face of this rumor the members of 
the clearing house committee persisted in the 
reticence which they have displayed’ from tne 
start. 

“You will have to see Mr. Hutchins about

“OARMANIA” TURBINE TEST CONCLUSIVE. 


Milwaukee Firm to Manufacture Extensively. 

A telegram from Milwaukee, Wis., dated 
Dec. 26. reads as follows: The succeseful 
performance of the Cunard steamer “ Car- 
mania" will have the effect of building up 
a large marine turbine business in the United 
States. 

The Allis-Chalmers Company of this city 
are already doubling the'r immense plant at 
West Allis. This company holds the rights to 
bulld the Parsons Marine Turbine for the 
United States, as well as the turbine blowers 
and compressors. The only other marine 
turbine rights are held by Wm.

TO FILL BOARDS. 


When New Presidents Accept 
He Will Reorganize Two 
State Bodies. 


SEEKS DR. BILLINGS’ AID. 


Governor Urges Him to Take Place 
—~Yates’ Plans Puzzle 
Politicians. 


The reorganization of the Kankakee asylum 
board and the state board of charities is wait- 
ing the acceptance of the men who have been 
offered the presidency of each body. The 
latter has been offered to Dr. Frank Billings 
and Gov. Deneen hopes that he will agree to 
take the place. 

Immediately upon his 4cceptance the new 
board will be.announced. One of the present 
members will be retained. There will be two 
Chicago clergymen on it, one being Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch and the other a Roman Catholic. 

Of the new trustees of the nankakee insti- 
tution the only one known is A. M. Joneé of 
Troquois county, who was in the state legis- 
lature when Deneen was 4 representative. 
Persons interested in charitable and socio- 
logical work in Chicago have been interested 
in suggesting names for the presidency of 
the asylum, and the promise is made that a 
high class board will be put in control be- 
fore the end of the week if it ts possible to 
secure the men who are wanted. ~~ 


Other Boards May Be Hit. 

At the same time consideration is being 
given to the Eigin asylum board, on which, 
although it was reorganized recently, there 
ig @ vacancy, and to the Pontiac and Joliet 
boards, which are likely to be changed in 
part at least. 

In the case of the two penal institutions the 
changes are not likely to come before the 
end of the month. Whether the reorganiza- 
tion of the boards is to be followed imme- 
diately by a change in the appointive offices 
at the institutions is not stated, but it is 
understood that in some cases at least this 
will follow. , 


Still Fussing Over Yates. 

Polfticiang are endeavoring to ascertain the 
exact whereabouts of Richard Yates as a 
senatorial candidate against Shelby M. Cul- 
Jom. He has been counted out and counted 
in every day for a week, and, although he 
maintains he is a candidate, a number of 
Chicago politicians insist that as things stand 
now he is not. 

Mr. Yates’ own word, which should have 
the most weight in the discussion, is positive’ 
in declaring that he will start his campaign 
as soon as Mrs. Yates recovers sufficiently 
to make it possible for him to go away from 
Springfield. 

Mrs. Yates. according to reports from 
Springfield, is recovering rapidly. She is said 
to be out of danger and is expected to be 
in such good health by next week as to per- 
mit Mr. Yates to take up his interrupted 
campaign work again. 

Tentatively he has selected Jan. 2 for the 
opening of the campaign, which, according to 
his first plans, was te have begun today in 
Hardin county, where he was to have paid an 
all day visit to Calhoun, the county seat, 
finishing the week in the 
counties. 


Plans May Be Changed. 

Whether the change in the date will 
a change in the place also is not known. 
. number of his advisers have been decidedly 
againat the winter trip in this river courty 
which cannot be reached by railroad. Yates 
has insisted that he promised he would make 
his firet senatorial speech in Calhoun.county 
and has overriden the advice of the men who 
want to take him into a more easily acces- 
sible portion of the state.

IF DEWEY HAD LEFT MANILA. 

“ What might have been ” is not a highly 
profitable subject of discussion, but it is 
a popular one. The imagination can have 
free range. Statements may be made as to 
what might have happened which can 
neither be proved nor disproved, and one 
man’s opinion is as good as another’s. 

According to a Washington story, the 
other day, when Senator Hale was talking 
‘with some friends, he speculated on what 
would have happened if the cablegram sent 
to Admiral Dewey ordering him to go to 
Manila and find end destroy the Spanish 
fieet had wound up with the words “ and 
return to Hongkong.” Senator Hale re- 
grets that he or somebody else who was 
present when the dispatch was written did 
not suggest the addition of the four words— 
a suggestion which he thinks might have 
been accepted. 

If it had been, the United States, said the 
senator, would not have had to put down a 
Philippine insurrection and some Americar 
lives and considerable American money 
would have been saved. The senator might 
bave added that Mr. Bryan would not have 
been able to use “imperialism” as his 
“ paramount issue” In 1904, anti-imperial- 
ist leagues would not have been organized, 
and anti-imperialist speeches made. Fun- 
ston would not have captured Aguinaldo 
and been made a brigadier general. There 
would have been no troops available to send 
to Peking when the Borer troubles broke 
out, and Americans might have deplored the 
fact. The beet sugar men would not be 
lobbying against the reduction of the duty 
on Philippine sugar. 

Nor did Senator Hale moralize on what 
might have happened in the Philippines if 
‘Admiral Dewey had not tarried at Manila. 
Presumably the news of the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet would have been followed 
by a general revolt of the Filipinos, which 
Spain would have been powerless to put 
down. Then that country might have sold 
out its rights to some European nation, 
which would have proceeded to put down 
the insurrection, and having done so would 
have treated the Filipinos far less tenderly 
than the United States has. No other na- 
tlon would be so philanthropic as to under- 
take to educate them and fit them for self- 
government. It might have been much 
worse for the Filipjnos, Aguinaldo included, 
if they had fallen into the hands of some 
other power. 

If Dewey had left Manila immediately 
after disposing of the Spanish fleet and the 
insurgents had proceeded to besiege the 
town the lives of the Spaniards and other 
white men within its walls would havé been 
in danger. Then there might have been 
indignant protests against his inhumanity 
in abandoning them to their fate. Possibly 
Mr. Bryan might have denounced the ad- 
ministration for sacrificing the fruits of a 
great victory. If the United States had al- 
lowed the Philippines to slip away from it 
into the hands of other nations Americans 
might never have ceased to regret it. 

“ What might have been” is not a prac- 
tical question. The United States has the 
Philippines for good or for ill. It will not 
surrender them except to the Filipinos, and 
it will be many years before it will consent 
to do that. Therefore it ought to proceed 
forthwith to cut down the duties on the 
important Philippine products. That is the 
business of the moment and should not be 
postponed to meditate on what might have 
happened if Dewey had not remained at 
Manila. 


CHRISTMAS CASUALTIES. 

The celebration of Christmas was attend- 
ed as usual by a number of accidents. Con- 
sidering the universality of the observance 
of the day, however, the number of casual- 
‘ties seems small.’ Christmas is a holiday 
that is observed by nearly everybody. There 
were Christmas trees covered with burn- 
ing candles and Santa Clauses with com- 
bustible whiskers and overcoats in many 
thousands of homes, churches, and hospi- 
tals. In some parts of the country the day 
is-celebrated with fireworks and firecrack- 
*ers. The only day equally well observed in 
the United States is the fourth of July. 
The amount of happiness Christmas gives 
is much greater than that due to the fourth 
of July, and the amount of unhappiness it 
occasions is immeasurably smaller, De- 
spite a good deal of extravagant expenditure 
for presents, and a few accidents, Christ- 
mas is our sanest and merriest holiday. It 
is to be wished that some other holidays 
were half as sane. 

But while the number of casualties was 
comparatively smal, it is regrettable that 
there were any. Itisa pity especially that 
there were any avoidable ones, and most of 
those which occurred were so. There is no

NATURALIZED ILLEGALLY. 

It is said that a judge sitting in the Crim!- 
nal court of this county has no authority to 
issue naturalization papers. If this be so 
the papers issued to about 25,000 persons 
between 1870 and 1908 are~of no value. 
The persons who hold them are not citizens. 
They are not legal voters, and-ought not to be 
allowed to serve on juries. 

Something resembling this happened in 
Illinois many years ago. County court 
judges assumed that they had a right to 
issue naturalization papers, and did so free- 
ly. The holders of the papers were allowed to 
vote without objection. After several thou- 
sand aliens had been naturalized by the 
County courts the illegality of the practice 
became apparent and it wasstopped. When 
the present constitution was framed the suf- 


{ frage article was so worded as to secure 


the right to vote to the men who beld the 
void naturalization papers. That ended the 
incident, which had no serious consequences 
for anybody. 

Judge Carter says the only measure by 
which these thousands of men naturalized 
by the Criminal court “ can, be given the 
rights they suppose they possess is an act 
of congress validating: thes act committed 
under a misapprehension of the law.”’ Doubt- 
less congress would pass such a law without 
hesitation if asked to do so. Its passage 
may be expedient, but it is not likely that 
anybody will suffer if nothing be done in 
the premises. ‘The men who hold the void 
naturalization papers will keep on voting 
as long as they live. It is doubtful whether 
anybody will go to the4trouble of investigat- 
dng the records of the Criminal court and 
running down the obscure persons who were 
natpralized there. Many of them are dead, 
while others are far away from Chicago. 

In a case of this kind it is just as well 
to let bygones be bygones, and to proceed 
with the preparation of a better naturaliza- 
tion law which will make a repetition of the 
blunders and frauds of the past practically 
impossible.

F King Christian is the grandfather of 
Europe, t assuredly his younger 
brother, Prince John of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, more popularly known alike by his 
relatives all over Europe and by the 

people of Denmark, as “ Uncle Hans," de- 


old world royalty. Five years younger than 
his brother, the king, he has just celebrated 
his eightieth birthdayyat Copenhagen, amid 
demonstrations of affection such as rarely 
fall to the lot of a prince of the blood. 

Chancellor of all the Danish orders and one 
of the greatest authorities im the old world 
on subjects of heraldry, genealogy, and his- 
torical precedence, he has remained a bache- 
lor all his life, in consequence, it is said, of 
some romance of his younger days. 
unlike so many old men who, in youth, have 
been crossed in love, there is nothing sour in 
his character, which ig most kindly; so much 
so, that whenever any of his nephews and 
nieces, or other relatives, are in trouble they 
invariably turn to him for sympathy and 
advice. Im fect, he is frequently asked by 
them to intervene with his brother, the king, 
as every one knows that if there is one person 
more than any other in whom the king con- 
fides, whom he consults in all moments of 
difficulty, and to whose advice he defers, it 
is precisely his brother Hans. 

Especially dear is he to King Haakon and 
to Queert Maud of Norway. For it is to him 
more than to any one else that belongs the 
credit for having removed the serious ob- 
stacles which were raised to their marriage, 
and who afterwards smoothed away the 
many difficulties that beset Queen Maud 
when she first went to live at Copenhagen 
and was confronted with what may be de- 
scribed euphemistically as an entire lack of 
sympathy om the part of some of her hus- 
band’s relatives.

Queen Maud is a special favorite of Prince 
Hans; in spite of the trick which she, with 
her brothers and sisters, played on him on the 
occasion of his first visit to England. He 
came over from Denmark to spend several 
weeks at Marlborough house with his niece, 
Queen Alexandra, and her children, who 
availed themselves of his little more than 
elementary knowledge of English to teach 
him all the slang, colloquialisms, and ex- 
pressions of the day, without, however, en- 
lightening him as to the real nature of the 
phrases, , 

After he had been at Marlborough house 
about a fortnight he was invited out to Wind- 
sor to dine with Queen Victoria, with whom 
he until then had been unacquainted. At din- 
ner he determined to air his English, of which 
he had become proud, thanks to theeencour- 
aging praise which he had received from his 
nephews and nieces at Marlborough house, 
and accordingly replied to Queen Victoria's 


ry questions with the most extraordinary slang 


which it is possible to conceive. The humor 
of the situation was augmented by his 
serenely happy unconsciousness of the ex- 
travagances of speech of which he was ren- 
dering himself guilty, plunging from one 
catch phrase into another. The nonroyal 
guests became absolutely purple in the face 
in their efforts to preserve their gravity and 
to avoid shrieking with laughter. ' 

Finally Princess Henry of Battenberg, who 
was laughing outright, whispéred something 
to her mother in German, and then Queen 
Victoria, who had at first appeared thunder- 
struck with amazement, commenced to un- 
derstand; the natural austerity»of her ex- 
pression, rendered more pronounced on this 
occasion by ruffled dignity, resolved itself 
into one of those sunny and winning smiles 
that occasionally changed her entire appear- 
ance, and she inquired, laughingly, of Prince 
Hans as to whether he had not been receiving 
instruction in English from her grandchil- 
dren at Marlborough house, which, without 
any notion that he was giving them away, he 
admitted to be true. She thereupon enlight- 
ened him as to what he had been saying, and, 
for once in the way, he was most seriously 
embarrassed, though soon restored to equa- 
nimity by the queen’s amusement at the en- 
tire affair.

The prince lives at Copenhagen ina suite of 
apartments on the ground floor of the so- 
called yellow palace, in the simplest and 
most unobtrusive fashion. His bearing and 
manners are even still more democratic than 
those of his brother, the king. His face is of 
the kindliest and, in'‘spite of his years, he re- 
mains wonderfully elastic and vigorous, re- 
taining a splendid seat in the saddle and his 
fondness for riding spirited horses. In his 
early life he served in the First Dragoon 
guards of the Prussian army, which then, as 
now, enjoyed the reputation of being the 
most dashing cavalry regiment in Germany, 
and he only resigned his commission as 
lieutenant’ colonel of this corps when the 
war between Prussia and Denmark broke out 
forty-two years ago. 

Few people, even in Denmark, recall the 


administered sovereign rule at Athens, as 
regent of Greece, during a prolonged absence 
of his nephew, King George, from his do- 
minions. That was in the days when King 
George's sons were too young to undertake 
the duties of-regent, which, by reason of the 
intensity of political rivalry im Greece, he 
cannot confide to any Hellenic statesman. 
King Christian and Prince Hans are insepara- 
ble companions and devoted to one another, 
and there is but little doubt that when the 
one is gathered to his fathers the other will 
not long remain behind in this world. 

In order to appreciate the meaning of Em- 
peror Willlam’s appointment of Gen. von 
Jacobi as military attaché and plenipoten- 
tiary at St. Petersburg, where the German 
military attaché enjoys the rank of an hon- 
orary A. D. C. of the czar, being attached as 
such to his personal staff, it is necessary to 
explain that Gen. von Jacobi is one of the 
oldest and most trusted of the kaiser’s friends 
and confidants. He joined the present kai- 
ser’s household in 1877, that is to say, long be- 
fore William’s marriage, and is perhaps the 
only one of the emperor’s old time retainers 
who has managed to preserve his sovereign’s 
trust and favor. No one can know better 
the emperor’s views and wishes than Gen. 
von Jacobi. And there is no one in whom 
the kaiser can place such implicit confidence 
to carry out his instructions as Von Jacobi, a 
tall and heavily built man, only a little older 
than the emperor. 

The exceptional privileges enjoyed by the 
military attachés of Germany at St. Peters- 
burg and of Russia at Berlin, where they are 
attached to the personal staffs of the mon- 
archs to whom they are accredited, date from 
the time when the first Emperor Nicholas 
married the favorite sister of old Emperor 
William and of the latter’s elder brother, 
King Frederick William IV. of Prussia. 
During the greater part of the reign of Alex- 
ander III. and during the early years of the 
present Muscovite emperor's tenure of the 
throne these close relations were interrupted 
and the attachés reduced to the same level 
as those of the other embassies. But since 
five years|/the former arrangement has been 
restored.

Coaches Are Hard Hit. 


President Eliot says further he does not 
think the question of reforming the game 
should be left to those whe “ ruined ” it, in 
which categery he includes “ committees, 
coaches, and umpires.” 

Dr. Eliot's letter saya: 

My own belief is that intercollegiate football 
should be stopped for one year so that the indi 
vidual colleges may demonstrate in practice, each 
ene on its own grounds, a reasonable geme of foot 


ball, There seems to be well nigh universal com f 


sent that the present game is intolerable, and 
surely this te a great improvement in the condition 
of public sentiment, For myself, I find it impossi- 
ble to believe the committees, coaches, and Um- 
pires whoxhave-ruined the game should be trusted 
with ite reform or réplacement. Experts in 6 
ryined game“are not the persone I should select te 
advise about the selection or creation of a substi. 
tute. The tal difficulty with the present 


‘game is the bad spirit in which it iaplayed. Toget 


tid of this vicious spirit J think we must stop inter- 
eollegiate football for a time. 


Many Colleges to Attend.

“Big Nine’ Stays Away. 

No aeceptances were received from Michi- 
gan, Chicago, Northwestern, Purdue, In- 
diana, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Ii- 
nois, the nine members of the western com 
ference intercollegiate association. 

Dean Judson of the University of Chicago, 
however, wrote: 

I am not prepared to say at this time whether the 
university can be represented or not. We are con- 
sidering carefully the subject of improvements in 
the situation concerning intereollegiate football. 
We have not yet, however, reached « finel ground 
for action. I shall communicate with you later as 
to what the university is prepared to do.

PRACE MOVE BY RAILWAYS 


LINES PLEDGED AID IN CHECKING 
REBATE EVIL. 


Committee of Officials Goes to Wash- 
ington to Offer to Ce-operate with 
Interstate Commerce Commisaion in 
Bnforcing the Law—First Through 
Train from Chicago to Cuba Starts 
Over the Illinois Central with Party 
of School Teachers. 


A peace committee from the rallroadais on 
the way from Chicago to Washington over 
the Pennsylvania road to meet with the inter- 
state commerce commission for the purpose 
of trying to negotiate a treaty of peace be- 
tween the government andthe railroads. It 
isthe hope and expectation of the railroad 
men that the government commission will 
accept them e# allies in the campaign against 
rebates. 

J. C. Stubbs, vice president and traffic di- 
rector of the Harriman lines, is the plenipo- 
tentiary for the railroads, and Chairman 
Knapp of the commission is charged with like 
office for the government.
